Nixon Damages 


Republican Hopes 


Whether or not there is anything 
morally wrong in Sen. Richard Nixon’s 
acceptance of more than $16,000 from 
a group of wealthy California support- 
ers, the disclosure of such gifts is a seri- 
ous and perhaps fatal blow to the Re- 
publican campaign for the presidency. 

Senator Nixon has shown extremely 
poor judgment. While his personal hon- 
esty- remains unquestioned until all the 
facts can be evaluated, his admitted in- 
discretions have turned him into a dis- 
tinct liability as the Republican vice- 
presidential candidate. 

Indisputable evidence that 
true is contained in the fact that the 
New York Herald Tribune and the 
Washington Post, both of which news- 
papers are supporting the Republican 
nominees, have called: for Senator Nix- 
on’s withdrawal from the ticket. And 
The New York Times, also backing the 
Republicans, believes that an immediate 
decision must be reached on whether 
Nixon’s usefulness as a candidate has 
been “impaired fatally.” 

“ ..If the government is to move 
in a clearer atmosphere than has char- 
acterized Washington in the last years,” 
said the Herald Tribune, “it is essen- 
tial that men in high place avoid cir- 
cumstances which raise any kind of 
doubts as to the disinterestedness of 
their conduct.” 

Gen. Dwight D. Eisenhower has been 
campaigning—and indeed continued to 
do so in Kansas City last night—on the 
issue of corruption. Regardless of the 
fact that Gov. Adlai Stevenson, the 
Democratic nominee, is far removed 
from what the Republican candidate 
terins “the mess in Washington,” “the 
issue has powerful platform appeal. In 
Atlanta and elsewhere General Elisen- 
hower has been applauded most for his 
attacks on corrupt practices in the na- 
tion’s capital. - 

But if the Republicans had intended 
to butld General Eisenhower and Sena- 
tor Nixon into images of knights in 
shining armor who would “throw the 
rascals out,” that dream apparently has 
been shattered. Obviously the public 
now will look on any such effort with 
a jaundiced eye. 

Certainly great harm already has 
been done the Republican campaign. 
And the damage well may be irrep- 
arable.

There Are Holes 
In the GOP Line 


Democratic strategists surely must 
be noting the vulnerable spots in the 
Republican campaign being waged in 
the Midwest. 

General Eisenhower and the con- 
gressmen, governors, and senators who 
have introduced him in his many ap- 
pearances in the nation’s great farm 
region have been saying the Republi- 
cans can lower taxes -because they did 
so with the 80th Congress. They then 
move blithely into bitter criticism of 
the administration for blundering into 
the Korean War and for not being mili- 
tarily prepared for it. 

Now the kindest word for that 1s 
hypocrisy. 

The 80th Congress did reduce spend- 
ing by cutting the Army, Navy and 
Air Force and making this once-strong 
country so weak militarily that when 
the Communists attacked in Korea we 
were not ready to meet them. It is not 
at all true we blundered into that war. 

At the time we met that Commu- 
nist aggression, the Congress, includ- 
ing the Republican members, almost 
‘unanimously hailed that act as the only 
possible one for this nation to make. 
Immediate action was necessary if we 
were to save Asia and ourselves from 
further aggression after an undefended 
Korea had fallen and been swallowed 
by the advancing Red wave. Even 
Gen. Douglas MacArthur at that time 
called it the only light of democracy 
and hope burning in Asia and con- 
gratulated President Truman on his 
courage and proper decision. 

The Republicans conveniently forget 
that. 

Gen. Eisenhower also attacks the 
administration for not having a plan to 
end the Korean War. It does not have 
a plan because the only plan for end- 
ing it is to do so by all-out war, or by 
making a peace agreement. We are 
trying the latter, without much hope, 
but who is there to say it should not 
have been tried? 

The point is that General Eisen- 
hower does not have a plan either. He 
does not offer one. Nor does he be- 
lieve we should leave Korea. 

One searches his earlier savings and 
finds that he once had a plan. It was 
to train 3,000,000 South Koreans and 
equip them. We are training South 
Koreans, but we lack arms and arms 


cost money. That means taxes must 
pay for them. » 

It also means two years of training 
to recruit, clothe, equip and train in 
tactics and use of weapons. 

Now, obviously, it is expensive to 
build a war machine in this age when 
electronics and the many precision in- 
struments necessary for modern weap- 
ons, including the- guided ones just 
tried in Korea, cost five times that of 
the weapons of seven years ago. In- 
deed, the cost of some is 10 times more. 

General Eisenhower has helped cre- 
ate NATO. It is his baby. It is a good 
one and we think highly of it. 

But he has not mentioned it in his 
talks so as not to offend the Taft people 
who don’t lke NATO. We wish the 
general would not thus abandon his 
own baby. 

These are but a few of the points 
on which the Republican campaign may 
be attacked.

Soviet Veto Slams 


Door on Japanese 


The Russians continue to make of 
the United Nations a closed corpora- 
tion. Veto No. 52, wielded by that ex- 
perienced exponent of the “nix,” Jacob 
Maiik, has denied Japan’s application 
for membership. Time after time since 
the formation of the UN, through ex- 
ercise of the veto, the Soviets have 
thwarted any expansion of the world 
peace organization. 

Of course, they have offered nu- 
merous deals through which they would 
have permitted entry of applicants 
sponsored by the Western world—pro- 
vided some sector of their closed do- 
main were admitted. Bessarabia is an 
exainple. 

The rejection of Japan is particu- 
lar!y unfortunate. That nation is one 
of the reasons the United Nations was 
formed in the first place. Out of World 
War II came the resolve that armed 
conflict would not again be the avenue 
for solution of differences between na- 
tions. 

Since 1945, Japan has come a long 
way on the road back. In pleading the 
nation’s cause before the UN, John 
Foster Dulles declared that he was con- 
vincea of the peaceful intent of the 
Japanese people. But Malik could not 
see it that way. 

Instead, the Russian launched a 
vicious attack on the United States and 
upon its occupation of Japan. He de- 
rided the peace treaty signed with that 
country; he declared America was 
building’ a new instrument of aggres- 
sion in the Far East; he said we were 
contemplating the use of Japanese 
troops in the Korean War; on and on 
and on. 

The same old Kremlin line closes 
the door at the capital of peaceful na- 
tions to a people struggling to recover 
from decades of error, of waste and of 
suffering.

Taft's Opener 


Seen as Feeble 


WASHINGTON — Sen. _Robert A. Taft 
made an unimpressive showing in his open- 
ing speech of the campaign in behalf of 
the man who defeated him for the Repub- 
lican presidential nomination at Chicago in 


July. If the Ohio sen- 

ator is to be of any real 

aid to General Eisen- 

hower, he will have to 

do a lot better than this 

between now and the 

election date in Novem- 

ber. Taft brought out 

the same old bromides 

about the loss of Ameri- 

can liberties which Her- 

bert Hoover used in: his 

speech before the Re- 

publican national convention. He said the 

“‘one great fundamental issue’’ facing the 

nation’s voters is a choice between a free 

American way of life and an all-powerful 
and arbitrary government. 

When Taft’s speech is analyzed, the loss 
of liberties he speaks of seems to reduce 
itself to the proposition that American tax- 
payers have lost the freedom to spend the 
difference between the 6 per cent of their 
income levied in taxes under the last Re- 
publican administration and the 25 per cent, 
on an average, which the Federal Govern- 
ment is taking today. 

He sees it as a loss of our liberties that 
we are not able to spend as much of our 
income as in the past. What he does not 
mention, of course, is that after paying the 
higher taxes, brought on by a costly war 
and a fight against the greatest depression 
in history, American workers still have 
more expendable income than ever befére 
in history. 

After hearing the Taft speech, one might 
well ask himself, ‘“‘What liberties have we 
lost?’’ No answer is immediately forth- 
coming. We still have all of the freedoms 
set down in the Constitution and the Bill 
of Rights, and there has been no tendency 
of the courts to relax in the enforcement 
of these when the challenge has been raised. 
About the only liberties we have lost under 
the free-enterprise system, as it formerly 
existed, was the freedom to loot the public 
through the issuance of phony securities—a 
condition that has largely been eliminated 
through the enactment of the Security Ex- 
change regulatory law. Some of the other 
lost liberties concern the denial of the privi- 
lege to exploit labor, to force farm produce 
prices below parity levels, and to have social 
security benefits administered without gov- 
ernment aid. 


Now that Taft is on the hustings, it re- 
mains to be seen whether he will be more 
helpful than harmful to the Eisenhower 
cause. Taft’s support is not without some 
liabilities. We have seen that already in 
the reaction of certain liberal elements in 
the party and of leaders of organized labor. 
There are good reasons to believe, for ex- 
ampie, that John L. Lewis, head of the 
powerful United Mine Workers organization, 
will come out for Gov. Adlai Stevenson, the 
Democratic nominee, for the first time in 
16 years. Not since 1936 has Lewis sup- 
ported the Democratic ticket. 

Over and above all of this, however, 
Senator Taft will have to deliver himself of 
something less puerile than his opening 
‘‘Loss of Freedoms”’ speech at Springfield, 
Ohio, the other night to be an effective 
factor in the campaign.

The governor is showing a tremendous 
amount of zeal in his support of the unit 
amendment. He’s out for it hammer and 
tongs, and evidently doesn’t care who gets 
hammered. 

The chief executive has been a good 
governor. He has done things for the 
school, health, welfare, and highway needs 
of tne citizens of Georgia. He has been 
for the things a majority of his fellow Geor- 
gians favor, and he’s giving tirelessly of his 
time and energies furthering the cause of 
state progress. 

The governor has every right to be for 
the unit amendment. Let him shout it from 
the housetops, plead for it in every forum, 
travel the state sounding his adherence to 
his belief. 

But let’s play it fair. 

The amendment coming before the voters 
in November would in‘‘effect place the 
county unit system in operation in general 
elections.

Councilman Cites City’s Authority 
To Ask Return of Rent Control 


Atlanta—Your editorial with reference to 
the rent control situation was very timely. 

There is no point in discussing the pro 
and con of rent control any longer as Con- 
gress imposed controls and Congress has 
removed them. 

There is a word of warning to owners of 
rental property, however, that should be 
sounded. The 1952 Defense Production Act, 
under which Congress removed rent con- 
trols, also provides that a municipal legis- 
lative body may hold a public hearing and 
petition the proper governmental agency to 
reimpose rent control if a substantial short- 
age of housing reoccurs. 

Rental property owners could create a 
substantial shortage under certain condi- 
tions and cause controls to be reimposed. 
Decontrol is entirely in their hands now. 
Council passed a resolution requesting tke 
mavor to appoint a committee to investi- 
gate all increases in costs of living. While 
the mayor has not appointed this committee 
as yet, I am sure such a committee would 
be authorized to investigate any wunwar- 
ranted rent increases.

Vero Beach, Fla.—In view of the wealth 
of campaign material available to Repub- 
licans in reform of the sort of government 
we have had in the last 20 years, the recent 
warming up to civil rights by GOP spokes- 
men suggests more metooism for 1952.

This year, 
reading the paper was up another 20 per 
cent.

Bring Solemnity, Feast

At sunset Friday hundreds of women touched flame to 
candles in their homes all over the city, while they and their 
families waited for Rosh Hashanah, the Jewish New Year. 


Friday was the Jewish NeWiin, social Hall the evening of 


Year's Eve, and after candle-light- 
ing children and parents trekked 
to synagogues for song and prayer, 
then back home for the festival 
dinner. There the fathers recited 
the Kiddush, a blessing, over holi- 
day cups of wine. 


At the feast tables honey was 
substituted for salt,. symbolizing 
the hope that the new year will be 
a sweet one. The heads of fish 
were served with a prayer for 
leadership in the future. Loaves 
of bread had been baked in sym- 
bolic shapes for the feast, round 
like the crown of Divine King- 
ship and ladder-shaped to remind 
Jewish people of Jacob's dream 
Jadder on which their prayers as- 
cend to heaven. 

On Saturday, the morning of 
Rosh Hashanah, prayer services 
will begin at Atlanta’s six syna- 
gogue: at 7 a. m. at Beth Jacob 
7:30 a. m. at Shearith Israel, 8 
a.m, at Or Ve Shalom, 9 a. m. at 
Ahavath Achim and Ashne S'Fard 
and 10 a. m. at the Temple. 

At midmorning Sunday the pierc- 
ing blast of the shofar, an instru- 
ment made of arram’s horn, used 
to call the people together in an- 
cient Israel, will be sounded, call- 
ing worshippers to repent of muis- 
deeds. Ordinarily the shofar would 
be blown on Rosh Hashanah itself 
but this year the holiday falls on 
the Jewish Sabbath.

Bake pie at 
450 degrees 10 minutes; 350 de- 
grees for 30 minutes longer, Cool 
on a rack. 


A tablespoon of grated orange 
rind may be added to the pie if 
you like. It’s a pleasant flavor 
addition, but it can’t really im- 
prove the pie—this is one pie 


impossible to improve. It’s 
really a treat! 

Instead of flour, you may 
thicken the pie with one table 


spoon tapioca, if you'd rather,
